Clarke that many people appreciate: the size of the 
school. People choose colleges for many reasons, but the size 
of the school plays a major role in their decision. 

Among the challenges students face going to a larger school 
are the professor-to-student 
ratio and the size of the cam- 
pus. With Clarke’s 2005 fall 
enrollment of 1,246 students, 


there are ample opportunities like a family; it could have been my

level. Clarke’s ratio of students to professors is 11:1. This 
number means that meeting with faculty during office hours 
is much more of a reality with fewer students competing for 
time. 

The University of Towa’s enrollment is over 29,000 students 
with a student-to-professor ratio of 15:1. Typically 92 percent 
of the University of Iowa’s undergraduate classes have fewer 
than 50 students in them; 80 percent have fewer than 30 stu- 
dents, although many of the most popular undergraduate 
classes are lectures with several hundred students. The 
University of lowa also occupies 1,900 acres, with 125 major 
buildings and 10 residence halls. Clarke, on the other hand, 
sits on 55 acres with 10 major buildings.

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4 ‘Ue 93” is a heart- and gut-wrenching 

film documenting the events from the 

United 93 flight on Sept. 11, 2001. Flight 

93 was the flight on which some passengers decided to 

fight back against the terrorist and retake the plane, ulti- 
mately crashing down in a Pennsylvania field. 

The movie was directed by Paul Greengrass, who 
directed “The Bourne Supremacy” and is currently 
working on “The Bourne Ultimatum.” Greengrass uses 
mostly unknown actors in this film and also adds actual 
aviation personnel to portray characters. Cast members 
were given studies of their real-life United Flight 93 
counterparts. 

The film focuses on the flight passengers as well as the 
ground personnel involved in the decisions that went 
into determining if the flight was hijacked and what to 
do after the horror began. 

Some people may be offended by the way Greengrass 
shows the terrorists in a more human light than some 
might be comfortable with. In one particular scene, 
Greengrass cuts back and forth between American pas- 
sengers praying the “Our Father” and the terrorists pray- 
ing themselves. 

The use of inventive camera angles and shots make the 
audience feel they are a part of the hijacking as well. 
Greengrass uses a lot of close camera shots mixed with 
hand-held shots, giving the movie an unsteady fecling. 
The close shots oftentimes give the audience a feeling of 
being involved as opposed to just spectators, which 
helps the audience feel what characters in the movie are 
going through. 

To me, personally, the most heart-wrenching moment 
came when passengers on the flight started calling their 
families to tell them that they loved them and to say 
goodbye. 

The movie is a must-sce, although there are many peo- 
ple who believe that this movie came out too soon after 
the events. I think that this film was done with a lot of 
respect for the families as well as the situation itself. 

Some might think that it is wrong for people to be mak- 
ing money off of a national tragedy such as this, but 10 
percent of the opening weckend’s revenues will be going 
to the families of Flight 93 victims.

What is Komoroske talking 
about? The 2006 FIFA World Cup, 
which is also known as the interna- 
tional governing body of soccer. 
The games start on June 9 in 
Germany. Komoroske will be see- 
ing at least three U.S. games, 
depending on how well they do 
in the tournament. He will be 
visiting three out of twelve 
German cities hosting the Cup 
this summer. 

Komoroske will be leaving for 
Germany on June 8 and will be 
traveling with two childhood 
friends. 

“We plan on staying with one of 
Our mutual friends who came 
here through my high school’s 
exchange program,” _ said 
Komoroske, “We will also be 
Staying in a few youth hostels 
throughout Germany.” 

The World Cup kicks off with 
host country Germany taking on 
Costa Rica. Thirty-two countries 
from across the globe will make up 
the field for finals. 

“My friends and I decided this 
would be the World Cup to go to 
because first and foremost we love 


this would be a great experience to 
check out a small part of the world 
on our own.” 

Six previous winners of the Cup 
will be participating, including 
Germany and Brazil, the latter of 
which holds the most Cup victo- 
ries. 

The World Cup began in 1924, 
with over 60,000 spectators for the

Switzerland. 

‘Teams are grouped into groups of 
four and play against each other; 
the winners of cach grouping 
advance into the next round where 
they play the winners from other 
groups. 

The United States will be in Group 


Republic, and hopes to duplicate its 
success from its last visit to the 
World Cup where it made it to the 
top 16 teams 

Other teams include Brazil in 
Group F with Croatia, Australia 
and Japan; Mexico is in Group D 
with Iran, Angola and Portugal; 
and England in Group B with 
Paraguay, Trinidad, Tobago and 
Sweden. 

The 2006 FIFA World Cup 
Organizing | Committee has 
launched a web site dedicated to 
traveling fans like Komoroske. 
This site is multilingual and will be 
the first source of information on 
topics such as accommodations, 
journcy planning, host cities, games 
and fan festivals. 

Tickets for games range from $81- 
$742 for a single ticket. 

Komoroske predicts that the 
United States will probably start 
with a loss to the Czech Republic, 
and then rebound with two consec- 
utive wins. 

“Unfortunately for the US., if it 
takes second in Group E, it will 
play the team that took first in 
Group F, who will most likely be 
Brazil (the number one team in the 
world),” Komoroske said.
